WASHINGTON (AP) - As Senate 
tax specialists work out a formula for 
rebating 
any 
windfall

profits to consumers, House parlia­ 
m entarians are debating whether to 
send President Ford’s latest oil price 
plan to the floor for a vote. 
The House Rules Committee, which 
controls the flow of legislation to the 
floor, may decide today whether to 
clear the way for a House vote on a 
resolution rejecting Ford’s revised oil 
price plan. The panel is to hear 
testimony 
from 
Federal 
Energy 
Administrator Frank G. Zarb. 
Rep Harley 0. Staggers, D W.Va., 
chairm an of the House Commerce 
Committee, told the Rules Committee 
on Monday that the full House should 


have a chance to vote on Ford's plan as 
quickly as possible.

committee on 
energy, 
also 
urged 
sending the Ford plan to the floor but 
said steps should be taken to allow a 
floor vote on whether virtually all of 
Ford’s price decontrol plan should be 
combined 
with 
some 
Democratic 
proposal for a windfall profits tax. 
Such a strategy would be “the best 
way out of the thicket into which we’ve 
w andered,’’ Dingell said. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
Senate 
Finance 
Committee 
today 
was 
taking 
up 
proposals to return windfall oil com­ 
pany profits to consumers in the event 
oil price controls expire Aug. 31. 


Sen. Russell B. Long, D-La., chair­ 
man of the panel, assumes that Ford 
and Congress will be unable to resolve 
their differences over energy policy 
this week and, therefore, that price 
controls will expire in five weeks, when 
Congress is on vacation. 
It is widely anticipated that such a 
sudden expiration would quickly boost 
prices for gasoline and other petroleum 
products, and congressional tax ex­ 
perts estim ate the oil industry would 
gain $18 billion in unexpected profits. 
Long’s committee voted Monday in 
favor of a windfall profits tax that 
would collect 90 per cent of oil company 
profits accruing as a result of the 
removal of price controls. However, 
the companies would be allowed to 


avoid a portion of the tax by reinvesting 
a greater share of the windfall in the 
search for more oil and gas. 


Committee experts said the tax 
would collect enough over its six-year 
life to finance a rebate of $361.29 for 
every U.S. citizen 16 years and older, 
regardless of whether the citizen drove 
autos 


The resolution before the House 
Rules Committee would reject Ford’s 
latest oil price plan which was sent to 
Congress last Friday. Under the law, 
that law automatically goes into effect 
unless either the House or the Senate 
votes by a majority to reject it five 
working days after 
the 
President 
submits it. That deadline is Friday.

Ford pays tribute to dead 


in Nazi concentration camp 


KRAKOW, Poland (AP) — His head 
bowed in silent prayer, President Ford 
placed a wreath today at an inter­ 
national monument marking the site of 
Nazi 
Germ any’s 
Auschwitz 
gas 
cham bers where millions died in World 
War II. 
Accompanied by Polish Communist 
party leader Edward Gierek, Ford flew 
from Krakow airport to the Auschwitz 
camp by helicopter for the brief cere­ 
mony that preceded a presidential 
speech in Krakow’s m arket square. 
Thousands of people from this part of 
Poland that produced many Polish- 
Americans stream ed into 
the 
Old 
Square from all directions to see the 
second U.S. president to visit this 
country. Form er President Richard M. 
Nixon visited Poland in 1972. 
Ford’s 27-hour visit to Poland was 
long on ceremonies, short on sub­ 
stance. It did produce a joint statem ent 
in which Ford and Polish Communist 
chief Edward Gierek expressed a “will 
to achieve progress’’ in stalled Vienna 
negotiations aimed at mutual arm s 
reductions in central Europe. 
This 
was 
considered 
somewhat 
significant in that the Communist bloc 
countries have downplayed the Vienna 


talks while pushing hard for a non­ 
binding European security agreement 
that will be signed in Helsinki this week 
by Ford, Gierek, Soviet leader Leonid 
I. Brezhnev and leaders of 32 other 
governments in Europe and North 
America. 
Richard Davies, U.S. am bassador to 
Poland, 
readily 
acknowledged 
to 
newsmen that, during the Ford visit, 
“ there wasn’t an opportunity to break 
new ground.” He attributed this to the 
successful negotiation of a series of 
agreem ents already worked out and 
announced 
during 
a 
Ford-Gierek 
meeting in Washington last October. 
Mrs. Ford was among the missing 
during 
most 
of 
the 
President’s 
ceremonial 
activities 
Monday 
in 
Warsaw. Her press secretary said the 
First Lady skipped three events be­ 
cause she was very tired and suffering 
from “jet lag.” She had breast cancer 
surgery last fall. 
Later Monday, White House Press 
Secretary Ron Nessen said the First 
Lady was “looking fine and rested” 
and ready to resume the strenuous to­ 
day, five-nation tour that began last 
weekend in West Germany. Nessen 
said Mrs. Ford had not been ill.

measure, which emerged Monday from 
the Senate Commerce and Labor Com­ 
mittee, would make major revisions in

The bill provides generally 
that an unemployed worker would get 
50 per cent of his average weekly wage, 
not to exceed the prescribed m ax­ 
imums.

Already ap­ 
proved by the House, it is expected to 
be acted upon today by the Senate

Dayton, won 24-6 approval of the bill 
that will give Ohio its first and only 
school of osteopathic medicine on the 
Athens campus. Opponents argued

Sen. Donald J. Pease, D-13 Oberlin, 
an Ohio University graduate, offered

Pease’s amendment was voted down 
23-7. 


House members voted 86-7 to require 
open meetings of government agencies, 
but removed from the bill a provision 
that set criminal penalties for public 
officials convicted of violating 
its 
terms. Remaining in the legislation is 
authority for a judge to remove from 
office those officials violating an in­ 
junction prohibiting closed meetings. 
The bill contains a list of exceptions 
for certain types of meetings, such as 
parole hearings, consultations with an 
attorney, sale or purchase of land, 
labor negotiations, the planning of 
security arrangem ents, and complaint 
hearings of the state Ethics Com­ 
mission.

Perrysburg, won approval of a floor 
amendment that removed political 
party caucuses from the list of ex­ 
ceptions. 


He said it was to improve the bill’s 
language and “not to open up political 
causues.”

“A political party caucus is not a 
public body under the language in the 
bill,” he said. 
Turk action hurts U.S. spying

WASHINGTON

— 
U.S. 
government specialists say the Turkish 
takeover of key U.S. electronic in­ 
telligence-gathering stations has cost 
the United States about 25 per cent of 
its ability to monitor Soviet missile 
launches. 
They say this is the most serious loss 
to the United States as a result of 
Turkey moving in on U.S. bases in 
retaliation for the House’s refusal to lift 
an arm s embargo against the Turks. 
These officials warn that the already 
sticky 
problem 
of 
atomic 
test 
verification being debated by U.S. and 
Soviet diplomats shaping a new nuclear 
arms limitation agreement would be 
made even more difficult without the 
ground 
stations 
operating 
from 
Turkey. 


White House and State Department 
officials are reported working behind 
the scenes for a reversal of the House 
decision, which came on a close 223-206 
vote last Thursday. President Ford 
sent House Speaker Carl Albert a letter 
Monday, saying: “ My responsibility 
for the national security and conduct of 
foreign affairs have led me to urge in 
the strongest term s that the House lift 
the em bargo.” The Senate already has 
approved an end to the embargo. 
In the view of Pentagon officials, the 
most important of some two dozen U.S. 
installations in Turkey are four stations 
that beam radar and other sensitive 
electronic sensors 
into 
the 
Soviet 
Union. 
These 
stations 
intercept 
Soviet 
communications traffic which keeps 
the United 
States 
informed about 
Russian military movements, track 


Soviet satellites and monitor test and 
training launches of missiles from 
bases in central Russia. 
The electronic devices enable the 
United 
States 
to 
keep 
constantly 
abreast 
of 
Russian 
progress 
in 
developing advanced weapons. 


The United States observes much of 
what Russia does from satellites which 
pass over the Soviet Union equipped 
with sophisticated cam eras, infrared 
sensors, and other instruments. 


But there are gaps between the times 
when these satellies are over Russian 
territory as they 
travel in globe- 
circling orbits. That is why U.S. in­ 
telligence experts consider very vital 
the round-the-clock, fulltime coverage 
provided by 
the 
powerful 
ground 
stations within range of the Soviet 
Union.

Previously, a widow with children in 
her care could get survivors benefits, 
but a widower could not unless he 
proved he was dependent on his wife 
and was either 60 or over or 50 to 60 and 
disabled. . .

Malpractice 
bill okayed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - All Ohio 
doctors and hospitals are guaranteed 
m alpractice insurance coverage under 
a new state law signed Monday night by 
Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes. 
The legislation, which takes effect 
immediately, 
established 
a 
Joint 
Underwriters Association to provide 
coverage to physicians in “high risk” 
specialties and others unable to acquire 
protection through private firms. 
The new law also sets a $200,000 limit 
on the amount a victim can recover for 
pain and suffering damages through le­ 
gal proceedings. No limit was set on 
total legal recovery. 
“ I believe Ohio has taken the im ­ 
portant first step in solving the medical 
m alpractice crisis...,” Rhodes said. 
“The legislation represents a 
fair 
compromise for all parties involved in 
the malpractice problem, including 
doctors, lawyers, patients, legislators 
and representatives of the insurance 
industry.” 
In fact, considerable compromise 
was necessary to fashion a bill ac­ 
ceptable to interest groups which lob­ 
bied heavily on both sides of the issue. 
The Ohio State Bar 
Association 
dropped opposition to the plan last 
week after a joint conference com­ 
mittee removed a section that would 
have limited contingency fees often 
collected by lawyers representing vic­ 
tims.

Obscure measure holds pay boost 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - It might not 
be apparent from reading the title of 
the measure, but the Senate is consid­ 
ering a bill to increase the salaries of 
Congress and other top federal of­ 
ficials. 
The bill is listed on the Senate's 
legislative calendar as an act to amend 
Title 39, United States Code, to apply to 
the Postal Service certain provisions of 
law providing for federal agency safety 
programs and responsibilities and for 
other purposes. 
In an unannounced action on Friday, 
the Senate Post Office and Civil Service 
Committee added the pay raise section 
to a House-passed bill to require the 
Postal Service to comply with the 
Occupational Safety and Health Act. 
The new section would give salary 
increases to Vice President Nelson A. 
Rockefeller, Cabinet members, top­ 
level executive officials, federal judges 
and members of Congress. 
The amount of the increases would 
depend on how much of a cost-of-living 
adjustment ’ President Ford recom­ 
mends for government employes in 
general. For example, a 5 per cent 
increase would boost the annual pay of 
a member of Congress from $42,500 to 
$44,625. 
The Senate opened debate on the bill 
Monday night. The legislation was 
defended 
as 
simple 
justice 
and 
denounced as a backdoor attempt to 
insulate Congress from the effects of 
inflation. 
Sen. Gale W. McGee, D-Wyo., the 
Post Office committee chairman, said 
the raises are needed to 
attract 
talented people to government jobs. He 
said the number of people involved 
represent only I per cent of the federal 
payroll. 
Sen. Hiram Fong, R-Hawaii, the 


committee’s 
ranking 
Republican, 
spoke of “ hardpressed federal officials 
in the upper echelon” who he said have 
“ suffered 
long 
enough 
from 
congressional inaction.” 
Sen. James B. Allen, D-Ala.. an­ 
nounced he wil offer an amendment to 
exclude members of Congress from the 
pay increase provision. If Congress 
members were excluded, “ I think you 


will see enthusiasm for the bill greatly 
dampened," he said. 
Allen and Sen, Harry F. Byrd, Ind- 
Va., complained that the pay raise was 
buried in a bill having nothing to do 
with 
pay 
raises, 
and 
Allen 
said 
members of Congress traditionally 
have sought to avoid a vote squarely on 
the issue of whether their own salary 
should be raised.

HONOLULU (AP) — A slipup by the 
Apollo astronauts caused poisonous 
rocket fumes to flow into their cabin as 
they headed for a Pacific Ocean splash­ 
down ending a joint U.S.-Soviet space 
flight, space agency officials say. 
National 
Aeronautics 
and 
Space 
Administration officials declined to call 
it pilot error. 
They said the U.S. spacemen may 
have failed to throw two necessary 
switches because an electronic squeal 
disrupted 
communications 
in 
the 
Apollo. The two switches were to start 
an automatic landing system. 
The official account of the incident 
was released Monday as Thomas P. 
Stafford, Donald K. Slayton and Vance 
D. Brand prepared to end a four-day 
hospitalization. They were being taken 
to secluded quarters today to begin IO 
days in isolation. 
The astronauts are to continue tape 
recording their accounts of the mission 
during their isolation. The seclusion 
was ordered because their gas- 
inflamed lungs are vulnerable to in­ 
fection.

The department also reported a 
record trade surplus during the second 
quarter of the year of $3.5 billion and a 
record surplus in the first half of 1975 of 
nearly $5.5 billion. 
Imports of petroleum and petroleum 
products were reported down to an 
average of just under 5.7 million 
barrels a day in the second quarter of 
the year, compared with an average of 
slightly more than 6.2 million barrels a 
day in the first quarter. Cost of oil im­ 
ports was listed at $5.9 billion, down 
from $6.5 billion in the first quarter. 
The Commerce Department said 
eight of the nine categories in its index 
of leading indicators increased in June. 
This was led by an improvement in 
total liquid assets of financial in­ 
stitutions.

were 
average work week, sales deliveries, 
changes in prices of a select category of 
goods, stock prices, the money supply, 
new orders from business and building 
permits. 
The only indicator that fell was 
contracts and orders for plant and 
equipment. 
The increase of 1.9 per cent in the 
indicators put the index at 98.3 per cent 
of the 1967 average of IOO, the highest 
since last October when it was 103. 
The index had increased 2.2 per cent 
in May and 3.4 per cent in April. 
The Commerce Department recently 
revised the indicators index to provide 
what it feels is a more accurate 
measure of business trends in the 
economy. But it is also reporting the old 
index, and this declined 1.4 per cent in 
June, the first drop since it was 
replaced. 
It is possible to make meaningful

revised past indices to reflect the new 
system of economic measurement. 
The Commerce Department report 
on second quarter trade follows by a 
day its report on Monday that the 
nation had a trade surplus in June of 
$1.7 billion, which was a record.

What know they of 
corruption who only Watergate know? 
By current standards the situation was 
unbelievable. Henry Demerest Lloyd, 
one of the leading “ muckrakes” (as 
Theodore Roosevelt, in a moment of 
anger, denoted the reformers) ob­ 
served accurately that the only thing 
that Standard Oil could not do with the 
Pennsylvania legislature was refine it! 
The so-called “ Robber Barons” were 
not without charm — one of them ob­ 
served after a particularly ingenious 
raid upon the public interest that 
“ nothing was lost but honor.” 
The thrust of the reformer’s position 
was that regulating the “ interests” 
could only be achieved by taking them 
out of politics. (This paralleled the 
effort to end corruption in government 
by establishing civil service as the 
alternative 
to 
patronage.) 
They 
decided that the chosen instruments for 
this depoliticization should 
be 
in­ 
dependent 
commissions 
whose 
members were appointed for set terms 
and were not 
responsible 
to 
the 
President. The staggered terms varied 
from agency to agency, averaging 
about seven years, though the mem­ 
bers of the Federal Reserve Board are 
in for 14. They float in the constitutional 
blue, being subject to direction from 
neither the President nor Congress, a 
fact which often makes it very hard for 
an Administration adequately to im­ 
plement policy — since the memory of 
man runneth not to the contrary, the 
Secretary of the Treasury and the 
Federal Reserve Board have been at 
daggers drawn. 
The first big effort came in the 1880s 
with a drive to regulate the railroads, 
which were joyously operating in a 
lucrative 
limbo 
created 
by 
the 
Supreme Court, which had held them 
immune to state regulation. Under­ 
standably the managers took a dim 
view 
of 
the 
proposed 
Interstate 
Commerce Commission, but in 1892 
their crack lawyer, Richard S. Olney 
(later U.S. Attorney General), took a 
different view. He urged support for the 
Commission because it “ can be made 
of great use to the railroads. It satisfies 
the popular clamor for a government 
supervision of railroads, at the same 
time that that supervision is almost 
entirely nominal.” 
Then 
Olney, 
with 
brilliant 
prescience, anticipated the history of 
all such commissions: “ Further, the 
older such a commission gets to be, the 
more inclined it will be found to take 
the business and railroad view of 
things. It thus becomes a sort of barrier 
between the railroad corporations and 
the people and a sort of protection 
against hasty and crude legislation 
hostile to railroad interests. . . The 
part of wisdom is not to distroy the 
Commission, but to utilize it.” 
Well, Mr. President, I trust the 
tabbies will become even more som­ 
nolent, and thanks for a good laugh. 


U.S. records 
trade surplus 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Because of a 
big drop in oil imports, the United 
States had a record monthly trade 
surplus in June of more than $1.7 
billion, the government said today. 
It was the fifth straight monthly 
surplus in the surprisingly strong trade 
sector of the economy, the Commerce 
Department said. 
The quantity of oil imported during 
June fell 26 per cent from May, to a low 
for the year of nearly 118.2 million 
barrels. It had been 159 million barrels 
in May. 
By importing less oil, the United 
States saved $499 million over May, as 
the value of oil imports declined to 
slightly more than $1.3 billion, also a 
low for the year. May oil imports were 
valued at more than $1.8 billion. 
The Commerce Department said the 
nation’s trade surplus for the first six 
months of the year totaled more than 
$5.4 billion, compared with a deficit of 
more than $2.4 billion last year.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Ohio’s 
labor force was estimated at 4,910,302 
at the end of June, with a 9.1 per cent 
unemployment rate, the Ohio Bureau of 
Employment Services said. 
The O BES division of research and

estimated 
that 
446,268 
Ohioans were out of work at the end of 
the month. 
The bureau said 55 per cent of all 
Ohioans are employed in the state’s 
seven largest counties. 
Adams County, leading the state with 
18.6 per cent unemployment, has the 
smallest labor force of 6,526. Cuyahoga 
County has a 739,186-member labor 
force and an unemployment rate of 8,8 
per cent.

Ohio Perspective 
Consumer credit 
measure pushed

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )- A House 
subcommittee is studying a bill which 
would require credit reporting agen­ 
cies to send copies of credit reports to 
the person being reported upon. 
The bill, presently in the consumer 
subcommittee of the House Judiciary 
Committee, would significantly expand 
the rights of consumers to know the 
contents 
of 
credit 
reports 
about 
themselves. 
The measure is sponsored by Rep. 
John Thompson, D-15 Cleveland, who 
said the federal Fair Credit Reporting 
Act does not go far enough to protect 
the privacy of individuals. 
“ The system of credit reporting is an 
industry which 
works 
in 
secret,” 
Thompson said. “ Because under the 
act the credit reporting agency is not 
even required to let a person see his 
files, only hear what is in them, it is 
possible for inaccuracies to exist which 
brand a person for life.” 
Thompson said persons have been 
refused insurance, bank loans and 
credit because of false information in 
their credit files. He said consumers 
now have little chance to correct those 
errors. 
Under his bill, when a business 
requests a credit report on an in­ 


dividual, the individual must also 
receive a copy of the report and the 
name of the business requesting the 
check. 
“ The cost to the credit reporting 
companies 
would 
be 
minimal,” 
Thompson said. “ Only the price of an 
envelope and a stamp. 
“ The benefit in human terms would 
be far greater. We will be providing 
access by individuals to information 
about their own lives which had never 
been provided before, and we could 
help eliminate some of the abuses 
which have occurred in the past.” 
Thompson said he doesn’t want to kill 
the credit reporting business. He said it 
serves a legitimate function in the busi­ 
ness world. 
“ I am only trying to maintain the 
right of privacy, which the individual 
has lost and eliminate this right of 
secrecy 
which 
these 
credit 
in­ 
vestigating agencies have acquired.”

Ship survivor recalls sharks 
Th e W eather 
MIDDLETOWN, Ohio (A F )- The 
current wave of shark fear brought on 
by the movie “Jaw s,” is nothing new to 
a group of former seamen who will 
gather this weekend at Indianapolis, 
Ind. 
The 316 survivors of the sinking of the 
USS Indianpolis in the South Pacific 
July 30, 1945, no doubt will be talking 
about the movie as well, according to 
former boatswain’s mate James E. 
Reid of Middletown, Ohio. 
Reid, who recently suffered a heart 
attack, is hoping his doctor will give 
him permission to see the film and 
attend the reunion. 
" I really want to see it,” said Reid, 
one of the survivors of the crew of 1,196. 
He was among those who watched help­ 
lessly as some 300 shipmates were 
killed by sharks. 
" I would really like to see how they 
deal with the shark attacks" in the 
film, said Reid, who works for an in­ 
surance firm. 
He recalled that the Indianapolis was 
returning to Leyte, in the Philippines 


after delivering component parts tor 
the first Atomic Bomb dropped on 
Japan to the base on Tinian. The 
cruiser was sunk by a torpedo fired by 
a Japanese submarine. 
Reid said the ship sank in 12 minutes 
leaving the crew no time to send out an 
SOS or utilize the lifeboats. He said the 
situation 
was 
further 
complicated 
because the craft was off course which 
hindered rescue efforts. 
"W e had to get away from the ship 
fast or the current would have sucked 
us under,” recalled Reid who later 
testified in a courts martial of the 
ship’s commander. 
"W e could see the feet of the men who 
got caught in the ship’s suction sticking 
up out of the water.” 
The first day the survivors thought 
the 
Japanese 
would 
take 
them 
prisoner. 
"But 
by 
that night 
we 
realized they weren’t coming.” 
Reid said they had no food or water 
for five days. 
"The sharks would come up un­ 
derneath the float and grab for our 


legs. We had to kick and scream to 
scare them away." 
By the third day. the men were 
fighting among themselves. Some were 
hallucinating because they drank the 
sea water, Reid said 
"One ot them said he saw General 
MacArthur standing on an island which 
he said was only a hundred yards away 
He started swimming away, and then a 
shark got him,” said Reid, recalling 
this happened to many of the men 


"They’d start swimming and then 
we'd see a shark's fin going towards 
them. Then they would disappear, and 
their life preserver would pop up to the 
surface empty.” 


The survivors were rescued five days 
after the sinking Reid said it took two 
days to get everyone out of the water. 


Reid was later called to Washington 
D C. to testify against Capt. Charles V

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Massive arson project planned 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Battels 
Memorial Insitutue has been hired to 
evaluate arson education in the United 
States and to assess resources avail­ 
able to combat the problem in Ohio. 
The Ohio FA IR Plan Underwriting 
Association said its board of governors 
had authorized the study to begin 
immediately. 
The FA IR Plan (Fair Access to 
Insurance Requirements) is a pool of 
fire insurance companies licensed to do 
business in Ohio. It said arson was one 
of the most diffficult crimes to in­ 
vestigate. 
"A successful arsonist burns up 
almost all of the evidence of his 
crim e," said William Morris, chairman 
of the FA IR Plan board of governors. 
"It takes a lot of training to enable 
insurance and law enforcement in­ 
vestigators to gather evidence and 
trace it to the arsonist,” he added 
Battelle’s Columbus laboratories will 
conduct 
the 
four-month 
study 
of 
existing 
arson-prevention 
and 
in­ 


vestigation programs. It is to interview 
arson education experts throughout the 
nation. 
Battelle said there are more than 
40,000 arson-related fires in Ohio each 
year, causing more destruction of $73 
million in property and an uncounted 
number of human lives. 
"Yet only about IO per cent of the 
arson cases are ever investigated and 
less than three per cent result in con­ 
victions,” Battelle said. "The odds, ob­ 
viously, are overwhelming in favor of 
the 
arsonist,” 
the 
international 
research organization added. 
The total cost of the research is 
estimated at be between $400,000 and 
$500,000. 
Battelle is expected to come up with a 
way in which information obtained 
during the research can be used in a 
plan for an arson-training and public­ 
awareness program. 
Eugene L. Jewell, chief of the state 
arson bureau and chairman of the Blue 
Ribbon Arson Committee, said the

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — The State 
Controlling Board met Monday and 
agreed it no longer existed, or at least 
was powerless to act.

The vehicle for the compromise is a 
bill approved last week by the Senate 
that would establish the board in per­ 
manent law. It may be acted on in the 
House today. 
In the past, the board has been 
perpetuated by language contained in 
each two-year appropriations measure. 
Reese said he would reconvene the 
board so it can resume its business 
when Rhodes receives and signs the 
immediately effective emergency bill.

The council said the total was an 
increase of $76.6 million, or 5.6 per cent, 
over 1973. 
Property taxes for schools in the 
cities accounted for $53.5 million, or 68 
per cent of the increase. The figure 
does not include the IO per cent real 
property tax rollback or homestead 
exemption authorized by law. 


Property taxes for schools in the 
cities went over the $1 billion mark for 
the first time, the council said. The 
total was $1,082,002 billion. 


The IO largest Ohio cities accounted 
for $642.7 million of the total property 
taxes levied. There are 232 Ohio cities.

Am erica s way of wedding changes 
little through years, author says

Eighty per cent of all first m arriages 
in this country a re formal, says Marcia 
S eligson, who a tte n d e d so m e 200 
cerem onies, 
form al 
and 
otherwise, 
while gathering m aterial for “ The 
E ternal Bliss M achine," her new book 
on A m eric a’s w ay of wedding. 


“ The basic thing I learned in my 
travels is how little has changed," she 
says. “ Most kids want exactly what 
their parents had. It’s as though there 
were never such things as riots on 
cam pus, a sexual revolution, drugs. It’s 
really startling. 


“ The kids getting m arried barefoot 
on 
the rocks are an 
infinitesimal 
n u m b e r ," 
sh e 
ad d s. 
" G irls 
a r e 
p ro g ram m ed from the tim e they are 
infants to be traditional brides. It’s an 
ingrained part of our culture." 


As a result, the bridal industry takes 
in $7 billion annually from over two 
million weddings, notes Miss Seligson, 
who got interested in the subject when 
she was a bridesm aid six tim es in one 
sum m er. 


“ I alw ays knew there was something 
ridiculous about superweddings, but 
when I found out one of my friends was 
h av in g h e r gow n 
‘e m b a lm e d ’ 
to 
preserve 
it, 
I 
knew 
there 
was 


something hilarious that was worth 
investigating,’’ recalls the vivacious 
young author. 


During two years of research she 
talked to such wedding-oriented en ­ 
trepreneurs 
as 
banquet 
m anagers, 
c a t e r e r s , florists, band leaders, cake 
m akers, store bridal consultants, ice 
sculptors, honeymoon resort people, 
wedding ring m anufacturers, apparel 
designers, people who rent tents and 
who plank over sw im m ing pools, clergy 
m en of all faiths and ladies who rent 
dovers. Som etim es she pretended to be 
a prospective bride and som etim es she 
adm itted to being a reporter. 
Among the weddings Miss Seligson 
attended was a Beverly Hills bash 
w here the m ashed potatoes and family 
poodle w ere dyed pink to m atch the 
bridesm aids' dresses, a Texas affair 
where the parties went on for so m any 
weeks that the cerem ony was an a n ­ 
ticlimax, and an underw ater wedding 
where the bride w ore a white wet suit 
covered in soggy lace and the m inister 
had taken scuba diving lessons in order 
to tie the darriD knot. 


“ I went to one wedding w here the 
couple, all the wedding party, the 
m inister and 
guests w ere nude," 
reports Miss Seligson, who joined them 
“ because I didn’t want to stick out like 
a sore thum b." 


She says in today’s “ new " weddings, 
u su a lly h eld o u td o o rs, 
t h e r e ’s a 
trem endous involvem ent in the vows, 
which the couple often write th em ­ 
selves. 


“ In traditional weddings the guests 
a re usually m ore interested in whether 
the chopped liver will be 
beef or 
chicken than in w hat the kids are 
saying to each other,” she declares. 
Some of the credit — or the blam e — 
for the all-out wedding goes to the in­ 
dustry that trum pets the m essage it’s a 
once-in-a-lifetime thing. 


" T h a t im p lie s fo re v e rn e s s . T h e 
bridal industry tries to tell you that a 
fo rm a l w ed d in g fo s te rs m a r r i a g e 
stability, 
but 
th a t’s 
absolute 
non­ 
sense," Miss Seligson scoffs. 
H o w ev er, 
sh e 
c o n c e d e s 
th a t 
everybody m ust want a wedding or the 
tradition wouldn’t continue and grow. 
“Poor people start saving from the 
day the daughter is b orn," she says 
“ The wedding 
becom es 
a 
sort 
panacea for all our fears, a status 
symbol that says we m ad e it bi big and 
daddy can send his daughter off in 
m aterialistic style, A m eric a’s term for 
success." 


Despite such excesses as a huge ice 
sculpture of a dolphin with black caviar 
spewing out of its gullet, Miss Seligson 
thinks there is a basic need for “rites of 
p assag e" when moving from one state 
in life to another. 
“ E very civilization in history has had 
som e kind of m arria g e cerem ony,” she 
points out. “ I think ritual is a crucial, 
fundam ental hum an need, but when 
h um anness gets lost then it becomes 
ridiculous."

The Volunteers in Action program

Congress unlikely to accept 


auto emission moratorium 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Congress is 
unlikely to accept President Ford’s 
proposal to place a moratorium on 
tougher antipollution standards for au­ 
tomobiles, congressional sources say. 
The legislative draft sent by Ford to 
Congress on Monday would repeal the 
emission standards now scheduled to 
go into effect through 1981, and instead 
would continue the present standards 
“ I don’t think that’s feasibile or 
realistic — not if we’re going to try to 
bring about clean air in this nation,” 
said Paul G. Rogers, D-Fla., chairman 
of the House subcommittee on health 
and the environment. 
Rogers’ subcommittee is now con­ 
sidering legislation that would lessen 
somewhat the standards for the next 
two years now set to go into effect 
under the Clean Air Act of 1970. But 
those less stringent standards would be 
tougher than the present ones, which 
Ford wants continued. 
In the Senate, the environmental 
pollution subcommittee is considering 
a bill to extend current standards 
through 1979 for half of an automaker’s 
production but to require the other half 
to conform to stricter standards. 
“The subcommittee has considered a 
wide range of proposals, including 
some similar to the one that the 
President has made, and they are not 
moving toward such a suspension,” 
said an aide to Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, 
D-Maine. 
Muskie, the subcommittee chairman, 
is the main author of the 1970 law. “ Sen. 
Muskie is not in favor of such a suspen­ 
sion,” the aide said. 
The White House issued a statement 
explaining Ford’s proposal, saying that 
pollution from automobiles already has 
been significantly reduced by federal 
standards applied over the past five 
years. 
The White House statement said 


Ford’s proposal 
to 
eliminate 
any 
further reduction in auto emission 
limits through 1981 would “ permit a 
balance among the important ob­ 
jectives of improving air quality, pro­ 
tecting public health and safety, and 
avoiding unnecessary 
increases 
in 
consumer 
costs 
for 
automobiles, 
decreases in gasoline mileage, and 
increases in the nation’s dependence on 
imported oil.” 
Spokesmen 
for 
the 
nation’s 
automakers 
supported 
Ford’s 
proposal, as they did earlier in the year 
when the President indicated he would 
recommend 
continuing 
present 
standards.

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Iowa corn crop facing disaster 


D ES MOINES, Iowa (AP) — Far 
mers in Iowa need a good, soaking rain 
within a few days or they will risk 
losing up to 650 million bushels of corn, 
state Secretary of Agriculture Robert 
Lounsberry says. 
At current market prices averaging 
about about $2.85 a bushel for Iowa 
corn, the potential loss to farmers could 
be in excess of $1.8 billion. 
"If it doesn’t come this week, we’ll be 
hurt more than we'd like to admit," 
Lounsberry 
said 
Monday 
“ The 
drought conditions might cut yield 30 to 
50 bushels per acre.” 
Iowa produces about 20 per cent of 
the nation’s corn crop and in a good 
year will harvest more than 1.2 billion 
bushels. The forecast for this year had 
been 109 bushels an acre. 
The 
National 
Corn 
Growers 
Association says it is surveying the 
crop nationwide and it will be next 
week before it knows the situation 
elsewhere. 
Lounsberry 
.says 
the 
weather has been good in Indiana and 
Illinois, which follow Iowa in corn 
production. 
Until now, the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture has estimated that U.S. 
farmers will produce a record wheat 
and corn crop this year that will meet 
domestic and export demands without 
seriously 
affecting 
American 
con­ 
sumer prices. 
The 
National 
Weather 
Service 
forecasts 
mostly 
sunny 
and 
hot 
weather for Iowa the next few days, 
with temperatures expected to top IOO 
degrees today. 
Iowa's corn and soybeans crops are 
suffering from a combination of ex­ 
cessive heat and insufficient moisture, 
the Iowa Crop and Livestock Reporting 
Service said Monday. 
“ To recover, we would have to have a 
good inch of rain spread out over a 12 to 
24 hour period,” Lounsberry said. 
Up to an inch of rain fell in scattered 
Iowa locations last week, but the varied 
rainfall brought only temporary relief. 
Last year, a combination of early 
flooding followed by a severe drought 
and an early frost cut the average yield 
to 81 bushels an acre. 
Lounsberry said the corn crop is now 
in the critical pollination stage which, 
without rain soon, could result in the 
corn “ producing cobs with no corn on 
them.” 
Trouble for the Iowa corn crop came 
about a month after heavy rains dealt a 
serious blow crops in the fertile Red 
River Valley area of western Min­ 
nesota and eastern North Dakota. 
The Federal Disaster Assistance 
Administration 
has 
issued

preliminary estimate that 
flooding 
brought crop damage of $1.5 billion in 


the two-state area, including carryover 
damage to 1976 production. 
The primary crops affected in the 


Red River Valley were potatoes, sugar 
beets, sunflowers, barley, wheat and 
flax.

occupied by Miss Little. 
Sgt.

body was naked from the waist down. 
Helms said the jailer, 62, had an ice 
pick in his right hand and his trousers 
in his left hand. 
A second Washington policeman, 
Patrolman Johnny Rose, returns to the 
stand today as the state continues 
setting the stage for its contention that 
Miss Little killed Alligood during an 
escape. 
Helms and Rose differed on some of 
the details they recounted on the stand. 
Rose said he made a quick examination 
of Alligood’s body, including an at­ 
tempt to find a pulse, but did not recall 
seeing anything in his hand. 


Helms testified that he went to the 
jail about 4 a.m. last Aug. 27 at Rose s 
request to assist in the booking of a 
female prisoner. When they arrived at 
the jail they found the door unlocked. 
he said.

Helms said a pair of eyeglasses and 
men’s undershorts were on the floor 
beside the cell bunk where Alligood was 
slumped. He and Rose both testified 
that they noticed blood on the jailer's 
forehead.

Dan Driessen’s three-run homer in 
the first inning and a two-run single by 
George Foster, who was pinch hitting 
for Driessen, powered the Reds to their 
42nd home victory in 53 games. 
Asked what Nolan’s problem has 
been, Anderson referred reporters to

ball,” said Anderson. "The pitcher can 
bounce the ball up there and I don’t 
care as long as he gets the hitters out.”

years from 1956 through 1963 and he 
played in nine Pro Bowls during this 
period.

Football Hall of Fam e in 1974, Lavelli 
turned pro in 1946 after a brief three- 
game collegiate career at Ohio State 
under Paul Brown, the man who was 
organizing the new Cleveland team in 
the A AFC.

Your sense of responsibility is 
adm irable.

Consequently, they 
spread their disease to others. 
Since you were effectively 
treated for your gonorrheal 
infection, there is little reason 
to suspect that any remnants of 
it remain. 
Nevertheless, an examination 
with sm ears and cultures 
should be done to give you the 
added assurance you seek. 
A premarital blood test for 
syphilis does not indicate the

Bridge is much more a 
question of how many or how 
few mistakes you make rather 
than how frequently you make 
brilliant bids or plays. 
Oddly enough, the most 
common errors are due to the 
tendency of players to follow 
general rules blindly — instead 
of branching out on their own 
when the situation calls for it. 
Consider this deal where West 
was faced with the problem of 
what to lead after cashing the A- 
K-Q of clubs. Actually, he led a 


spade, hoping to find his partner 
with the king, and declarer 
easily made the contract. 
But this was not a very good 
play for West to make. He 
should have realized that not 
only was South highly likely to 
have the king of spades for his 
opening bid, but that even if 
East had the king there was 
nothing to be gained by leading 
a spade at this point. 
Instead, West should have 
played the four of clubs at trick 
four! 
This would have cut 
declarer down to size after East 
ruffed with the ten and made 
West’s jack the setting trick. 
West should reason that not 
only is there a reasonable 
chance of finding partner with a 
high trump — in which case the 
fourth club lead will beat the 
contract — but that nothing will 
be lost if East does not have a 
high trump to ruff with. 
It must be granted that a 
defender seldom makes a play 
of the type recommended here 
— because most of us have been 
indoctrinated with the precept 
that you never give declarer a 
ruff and discard. 
However, this is not really a 
ruff-discard situation where 
declarer can gain a trick by the 
club lead, and it therefore 
behooves West to fire a club at 
♦ declarer at trick four because it 
offers by far the best chance of 
stopping the contract.

FBI phone 
book deep, 
dark secret

WASHINGTON (AP) — One of the 
FBI’s best-kept secrets is its telephone 
directory. 
Hardly anyone outside the FBI has 
one and not even the attorney general 
has one, although his aides say he 
doesn’t really need it. 
Reporters and other private citizens 
cannot get one, not even by petitioning 
for it under the Freedom of Infor­ 
mation Act which is supposed to, and 
sometimes does, open all sorts of 
government files to public view. 
This reporter tried that route but only 
gained one page of the directory after 
Atty. Gen. Edward H. Levi overruled 
the FBI. That page lists the numbers 
for FBI Director Clarence M. Kelley’s 
office and for the offices of IO of the 13 
FBI divisions. The phone numbers for 
Kelley and all 13 divisions long have 
been listed in the Justice Department 
directory which is routinely provided to 
reporters. 
The page that Levi released also 
includes the numbers for the FBI 
gymnasium, the guard captain, and the 
cafeteria. A reporter might cover the 
FBI for 30 years and never need those 
numbers. 
Reporters who occasionally have 
glimpsed one of the secret directories 
believe it contains an alphabetical list 
of the thousands of headquarters 
employes, their division assignment, 
room numbers and telephone numbers. 
Levi and Kelley argued that a 
reporter doesn’t need a phone book 
because the main switchboard operator 
will put through calls to any FBI em­ 
ploye. That sometimes works and 
sometimes doesn’t. 
This exercise began last Feb. 21, in 
an effort to obtain a necessary tool of 
reporting. On March 14, Kelley denied 
the request, citing the sections of the 
FOI Act exempting certain internal 
records and personnel files from public 
disclosure. And he wrote in a letter: 
“ I am aware that the information you 
requested would be vital to certain 
foreign intelligence services intent 
upon disrupting or otherwise thwarting 
our activities. I am therefore con­ 
cerned that public disclosure of this 
information could impede our ability to 
carry out our investigative respon­ 
sibilities.” 
Besides, he said, reporters already 
have the names and telephone numbers 
for the agents designated to respond to 
press inquiries. The spokesman deliver 
only the agency’s official response and 
they often don’t have the requested 
data or take hours or days to provide it. 
Kelley’s decision was appealed to 
Levi who replied on July 17, ‘‘I have 
decided to affirm the action of Director 
Kelley in this case with a single 
modification” — the page he ordered 
released. 
‘‘Failure to have access to this 
directory affects the public not at all,” 
Levi wrote. He said the FBI swit­ 
chboard will connect any caller with 
the individual he requests or with ‘‘the 
appropriate office to deal with the 
caller’s problem.” 
The attorney general said he was 
acting to protect the privacy of FBI 
employes.

something about slide spotting but we 
still haven’t gotten through to some 
people. You see, when those slides 
come back from the processing lab 
they’re not ready to project yet — not 
’til they’re spotted. Now if you are the 
only person that will ever handle that 
slide the spotting is not quite so im­ 
portant, however it is most helpful. But 
whenever someone else must project 
that slide it must, I mean must, be 
spotted. That’s the only way the 
projectionist knows how to orient the 
thing in the projector to make it come 
out right on the screen. The spot should 
be placed in the lower left corner of the 
slide as you look at it the way the scene 
looked when you shot it. Then, you see, 
if you place your thumb over the spot 
and place it in the projector (assuming 
you’re right-handed) the slide will be 
up-side-down and the projected image 
will be right-side-up on the screen. 
Follow all that? 
Speaking of slide orientation, you 
wouldn’t believe how many people with 
a 35 mm camera always take pictures 
with the camera held horizontally the 
way it was on the shelf in the camera 
shop. It hasn’t sunk in that that camera 
can be turned to shoot a vertical. You 
wouldn’t believe how many people 
photograph a person standing with a 
horizontal format. Why? It don’t make 
sense to me. The pros shoot mostly

The House Rules Committee, which 
controls the flow of legislation to the 
floor, may decide today whether to 
clear the way for a House vote on a 
resolution rejecting Ford’s revised oil 
price plan. The panel is to hear

from

Administrator Frank G. Zarb. 
Rep. Harley 0. Staggers, D W.Va., 
chairman of the House Commerce 
Committee, told the Rules Committee 
on Monday that the full House should 


have a chance to vote on Ford’s plan as 
quickly as possible.

Russell B. Long, D-La., chair­ 
man of the panel, assumes that Ford 
and Congress will be unable to resolve 
their differences over energy policy 
this week and, therefore, that price 
controls will expire in five weeks, when 
Congress is on vacation. 
It is widely anticipated that such a 
sudden expiration would quickly boost 
prices for gasoline and other petroleum 
products, and congressional tax ex­ 
perts estim ate the oil industry would 
gain $18 billion in unexpected profits. 
Long’s committee voted Monday in 
favor of a windfall profits tax that 
would collect 90 per cent of oil company 
profits accruing as a result of the 
removal of price controls. However, 
the companies would be allowed to 


avoid a portion of the tax by reinvesting 
a greater share of the windfall in the 
search for more oil and gas. 


Committee experts said the tax 
would collect enough over its six-year 
life to finance a rebate of $361.29 for 
every U.S. citizen 16 years and older, 
regardless of whether the citizen drove 
autos. 


The resolution before the House 
Rules Committee would reject Ford’s 
latest oil price plan which was sent to 
Congress last Friday.

Ford pays tribute to dead 


in Nazi concentration camp 


KRAKOW, Poland (AP) — His head 
bowed in silent prayer, President Ford 
placed a wreath today at an inter­ 
national monument marking the site of 
Nazi 
Germ any’s 
Auschwitz 
gas 
chambers where millions died in World 
War II. 
Accompanied by Polish Communist 
party leader Edward Gierek, Ford flew 
from Krakow airport to the Auschwitz 
camp by helicopter for the brief cere­ 
mony that preceded a presidential 
speech in Krakow’s m arket square. 
Thousands of people from this part of 
Poland that produced many Polish- 
Americans streamed into the 
Old 
Square from all directions to see the 
second U.S. president to visit this 
country. Form er President Richard M. 
Nixon visited Poland in 1972. 
Ford’s 27-hour visit to Poland was 
long on ceremonies, short on sub­ 
stance. It did produce a joint statem ent 
in which Ford and Polish Communist 
chief Edward Gierek expressed a “will 
to achieve progress” in stalled Vienna 
negotiations aimed at mutual arm s 
reductions in central Europe.

significant in that the Communist bloc 
countries have downplayed the Vienna 


talks while pushing hard for a non­ 
binding European security agreement 
that will be signed in Helsinki this week 
by Ford, Gierek, Soviet leader Leonid 
I. Brezhnev and leaders of 32 other 
governments in Europe and North 
America. 
Richard Davies, U.S. ambassador to 
Poland, 
readily 
acknowledged 
to 
newsmen that, during the Ford visit, 
“there wasn’t an opportunity to break 
new ground.” He attributed this to the 
successful negotiation of a series of 
agreem ents already worked out and 
announced 
during 
a 
Ford-Gierek 
meeting in Washington last October. 
Mrs. Ford was among the missing

Warsaw. Her press secretary said the 
First Lady skipped three events be­ 
cause she was very tired and suffering 
from “jet lag.” She had breast cancer 
surgery last fall. 
Later Monday, White House Press 
Secretary Ron Nessen said the First 
Lady was “looking fine and rested” 
and ready to resume the strenuous 10- 
day, five-nation tour that began last 
weekend in West Germany. Nessen 
said Mrs. Ford had not been ill.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — All Ohio 
doctors and hospitals are guaranteed 
m alpractice insurance coverage under 
a new state law signed Monday night by 
Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes. 
The legislation, which takes effect 
immediately, 
established 
a 
Joint 
Underwriters Association to provide 
coverage to physicians in “high risk” 
specialties and others unable to acquire 
protection through private firms. 
The new law also sets a $200,000 limit 
on the amount a victim can recover for 
pain and suffering damages through le­ 
gal proceedings. No limit was set on 
total legal recovery. 
“ I believe Ohio has taken the im ­ 
portant first step in solving the medical 
m alpractice crisis...,” Rhodes said. 
“The legislation represents a 
fair 
compromise for all parties involved in 
the m alpractice problem, including 
doctors, lawyers, patients, legislators 
and representatives of the insurance 
industry.” 
In fact, considerable compromise 
was necessary to fashion a bill ac­ 
ceptable to interest groups which lob­ 
bied heavily on both sides of the issue.

In an unannounced action on Friday, 
the Senate Post Office and Civil Service 
Com m ittee added the pay raise section 
to a House-passed bill to require the 
Postal Service to comply with the 
Occupational Safety and Health Act. 
The new section would give salary 
increases to Vice President Nelson A.

Around the turn of the 
century there was a great outcry 
against corruption.

The thrust of the reform er’s position 
was that regulating the “interests” 
could only be achieved by taking them 
out of politics. (This paralleled the 
effort to end corruption in government 
by establishing civil service as the

to 
patronage.)

this depoliticization 
should be

dependent 
commissions 
whose 
members were appointed for set term s 
and were not 
responsible 
to 
the 
President. The staggered terms varied 
from agency to agency, averaging 
about seven years, though the m em ­ 
bers of the Federal Reserve Board are 
in for 14. They float in the constitutional 
blue, being subject to direction from 
neither the President nor Congress, a 
fact which often makes it very hard for 
an Administration adequately to im­ 
plement policy — since the memory of 
man runneth not to the contrary, the 
Secretary of the Treasury and the 
Federal Reserve Board have been at 
daggers drawn.

It thus becomes a sort of barrier 
between the railroad corporations and 
the people and a sort of protection 
against hasty and crude legislation 
hostile to railroad interests. . . The 
part of wisdom is not to distroy the 
Commission, but to utilize it.”

U.S. records 
trade surplus 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Because of a 
big drop in oil imports, the United 
States had a record monthly trade 
surplus in June of more than $1.7 
billion, the government said today. 
It was the fifth straight monthly 
surplus in the surprisingly strong trade 
sector of the economy, the Commerce 
Department said. 
The quantity of oil imported during 
June fell 26 per cent from May, to a low 
for the year of nearly 118.2 million 
barrels. It had been 159 million barrels 
in May. 
By importing less oil, the United 
States saved $499 million over May, as 
the value of oil imports declined to 
slightly more than $1.3 billion, also a 
low for the year. May oil imports were 
valued at more than $1.8 billion. 
The Commerce Department said the 
nation’s trade surplus for the first six 
months of the year totaled more than 
$5.4 billion, compared with a deficit of 
more than $2.4 billion last year.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio’s 
labor force was estimated at 4,910,302 
at the end of June, with a 9.1 per cent 
unemployment rate, the Ohio Bureau of 
Employment Services said.

Ohioans were out of work at the end of 
the month. 
The bureau said 55 per cent of all 
Ohioans are employed in the state’s 
seven largest counties. 
Adams County, leading the state with 
18.6 per cent unemployment, has the 
smallest labor force of 6,526. Cuyahoga 
County has a 739,186-member labor 
force and an unemployment rate of 8 8 
per cent.

Ohio Perspective 
Consumer credit 
measure pushed

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )-A House 
subcommittee is studying a bill which 
would require credit reporting agen­ 
cies to send copies of credit reports to 
the person being reported upon. 
The bill, presently in the consumer 
subcommittee of the House Judiciary 
Committee, would significantly expand 
the rights of consumers to know the 
contents 
of 
credit 
reports 
about 
themselves. 
The m easure is sponsored by Rep. 
John Thompson, D-15 Cleveland, who 
said the federal Fair Credit Reporting 
Act does not go far enough to protect 
the privacy of individuals. 
“The system of credit reporting is an 
industry which 
works 
in 
secret,” 
Thompson said. “Because under the 
act the credit reporting agency is not 
even required to let a person see his 
files, only hear what is in them, it is 
possible for inaccuracies to exist which 
brand a person for life.” 
Thompson said persons have been 
refused insurance, bank loans and 
credit because of false information in 
their credit files. He said consumers 
now have little chance to correct those 
errors. 
Under his bill, when a business 
requests a credit report on an in­ 


dividual, the individual mtist also 
receive a copy of the report and the 
name of the business requesting the 
check. 
“The cost to the credit reporting 
companies 
would 
be 
m inim al,” 
Thompson said. “Only the price of an 
envelope and a stamp. 
“The benefit in human term s would 
be far greater. We will be providing 
access by individuals to information 
about their own lives which had never 
been provided before, and we could 
help eliminate some of the abuses 
which have occurred in the past.” 
Thompson said he doesn’t want to kill 
the credit reporting business. He said it 
serves a legitimate function in the busi­ 
ness world. 
“I am only trying to maintain the 
right of privacy, which the individual 
has lost and eliminate this right of 
secrecy 
which 
these 
credit 
in­ 
vestigating agencies have acquired.”

Ship survivor recalls sharks 


MIDDLETOWN, Ohio (A P)— The 
current wave of shark fear brought on 
by the movie “ Jaws,” is nothing new to 
a group of former seamen who will 
gather this weekend at Indianapolis, 
Ind. 
The 316 survivors of the sinking of the 
USS Indianpolis in the South Pacific 
July 30, 1945, no doubt will be talking 
about the movie as well, according to 
former boatswain’s mate James E. 
Reid of Middletown, Ohio. 
Reid, who recently suffered a heart 
attack, is hoping his doctor will give 
him permission to see the film and 
attend the reunion. 
“ I really want to see it,” said Reid, 
one of the survivors of the crew of 1,196. 
He was among those who watched help­ 
lessly as some 300 shipmates were 
killed by sharks. 
“ I would really like to see how they 
deal with the shark attacks” in the 
film, said Reid, who works for an in­ 
surance firm. 
He recalled that the Indianapolis was 
returning to Leyte, in the Philippines

after delivering component parts tor 
the first Atomic Bomb dropped on 
Japan to the base on Tinian. The 
cruiser was sunk by a torpedo fired by 
a Japanese submarine. 
Reid said the ship sank in 12 minutes 
leaving the crew no time to send out an 
SOS or utilize the lifeboats. He said the 
situation was 
further complicated 
because the craft was off course which 
hindered rescue efforts. 
“ We had to get away from the ship 
fast or the current would have sucked 
us under,” recalled Reid who later 
testified in a courts martial of the 
ship’s commander. 
“ We could see the feet of the men who 
got caught in the ship’s suction sticking 
up out of the water.” 
The first day the survivors thought 
the 
Japanese 
would 
take 
them 
prisoner. 
“ But by that night we 
realized they weren’t coming.” 
Reid said they had no food or water 
for five days. 
“ The sharks would come up un­ 
derneath the float and grab for our 


legs. We had to kick and scream to 
scare them away.” 
By the third day, the men were 
fighting among themselves. Some were 
hallucinating because they drank the 
sea water, Reid said. 
“ One of them said he saw General 
MacArthur standing on an island which 
he said was only a hundred yards away. 
He started swimming away, and then a 
shark got him,” said Reid, recalling 
this happened to many of the men. 


“ They’d start swimming and then 
we’d see a shark’s fin going towards 
them. Then they would disappear, and 
their life preserver would pop up to the 
surface empty.” 


The survivors were rescued five days 
after the sinking. Reid said it took two 
days to get everyone out of the water. 


Reid was later called to Washington 
D C. to testify against Capt. Charles V. 
McVay. McVay was convicted of 
failing to keep the ship on the proper 
course.

Massive arson project planned 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Battels 
Memorial Insitutue has been hired to 
evaluate arson education in the United 
States and to assess resources avail­ 
able to combat the problem in Ohio. 
The Ohio FAIR Plan Underwriting 
Association said its board of governors 
had authorized the study to begin 
immediately. 
The FA IR Plan (Fair Access to 
Insurance Requirements) is a pool of 
fire insurance companies licensed to do 
business in Ohio. It said arson was one 
of the most difficult crimes to in­ 
vestigate. 
“ A successful arsonist burns up 
almost all of the evidence of his 
crime,” said William Morris, chairman 
of the FA IR Plan board of governors. 
“ It takes a lot of training to enable 
insurance and law enforcement in­ 
vestigators to gather evidence and 
trace it to the arsonist,” he added.

It is to interview 
arson education experts throughout the 
nation. 
Battelle said there are more than 
40,000 arson-related fires in Ohio each 
year, causing more destruction of $73 
million in property and an uncounted 
number of human lives. 
“ Yet only about IO per cent of the 
arson cases are ever investigated and 
less than three per cent result in con­ 
victions,” Battelle said. “ The odds, ob­ 
viously, are overwhelming in favor of 
the 
arsonist,” 
the 
international 
research organization added. 
The total cost of the research is 
estimated at be between $400,000 and 
$500,000. 
Battelle is expected to come up with a 
way in which information obtained 
during the research can be used in a 
plan for an arson-training and public - 
awareness program.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The State 
Controlling Board met Monday and 
agreed it no longer existed, or at least 
was powerless to act. 
However, 
a 
compromise 
was 
reported in the House that will reac­ 
tivate the agency later this week, 
perhaps as early as Wednesday. 
Barry Keefe, the board’s president, 
and the other six members agreed that 
line item vetoes by Gov. James A. 
Rhodes in the state budget bill June 29 
took away most if not all the board’s 
authority. 
Rhodes rejected several items in the 
budget which put under the board’s 
control several appropriations he said 
should have gone directly to state 
departments. He charged majority 
Democrats with trying to usurp powers 
of the executive branch. 
The vehicle for the compromise is a 
bill approved last week by the Senate 
that would establish the board in per­ 
manent law. It may be acted on in the 
House today. 
In the past, the board has been 
perpetuated by language contained in 
each two-year appropriations measure. 
Reese said he would reconvene the 
board so it can resume its business 
when Rhodes receives and signs the 
immediately effective emergency bill. 
Made up of six legislators and Keefe, 
who represents the administration, the 


board’s duties consist generally of re­ 
leasing funds to the various de­ 
partments and seeing that they are 
spent for the purposes intended by the 
legislature. 
Total taxes levied 
hit $1,450 billion 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Total 
taxes levied in 1974 by all governmental 
agenices in Ohio’s cities upon real 
estate, public utility and tangible per­ 
sonal property amounted to $1,450 
billion, the Ohio Public Expenditure 
Council said Monday. 


The council said the total was an 
increase of $76.6 million, or 5.6 per cent, 
over 1973. 
Property taxes for schools in the 
cities accounted for $53.5 million, or 68 
per cent of the increase. The figure 
does not include the IO per cent real 
property tax rollback or homestead 
exemption authorized by law. 


Property taxes for schools in the 
cities went over the $1 billion mark for 
the first time, the council said. The 
total was $1,082,002 billion. 


The IO largest Ohio cities accounted 
for $642.7 million of the total property 
taxes levied. There are 232 Ohio cities.

DULUTH, Minn. (AP) - There is 
extensive pollution in several areas of 
Lake Superior, reports the 
Inter­ 
national Joint Commission, but the 
overall quality of Lake Superior’s wa­ 
ter is very good. 
The UC, in its annual report on Lake 
Superior’s water quality, said the 
major pollution problem areas of the 
lake are the harbor of Duluth, Minn., 
and Superior Wis.; Silver Bay, Minn.; 
Thunder Bay, Ont., and along the lake’s 
south shore in Wisconsin. 
However, the report noted that ef­ 
forts are under way to abate the 
pollution in all areas mentioned 
The commission’s report said the 
major source of water pollution in the 
Silver Bay area continues to be taconite 
wastes discharged into the lake from 
Reserve 
Mining 
Co.’s 
taconite 
processing plant at Silver Bay. 


Reserve is under a federal appeals 
court order to switch to on-land 
disposal of the taconite tailings, which 
contain tiny asbestos fibers that have 
been linked to cancer.

Martha Buckingham, 32, a teacher and, 
later, a secretary; Mary Krajewski. 21. 
a golf course greenkeeper, an assistant 
to

and

waitress. 
In the line of Heavy Duty 
In their new posts they do far dif­ 
ferent work — pushing wheelbarrows, 
shoveling coke, assisting in cleanups, 
operating 
jackhammers, 
digging 
ditches, driving fork lift units and 
heavy duty trucks, scrubbing concrete, 
cleaning storage tanks, climbing high 
on refinery columns and working inside 
refinery vessels. 
What attracted them to heavy-duty 
jobs9 Pay that was higher than any 
received in any of their previous posts 
The work is physically demanding 
but. they say, its worth the effort 
because they couldn’t earn as much in 
office or restaurant jobs. 
< 
Record Time 
Their first morning on the job, the all­ 
girl trio was assigned to dig a 200-foot- 
long 
ditch. 
Determined 
to 
prove 
themselves, they worked like demons 
for a half a day and were leaning on 
their 
shovels 
when 
the 
foreman 
arrived. He started chewing them out 
for goofing off, but his tirade stopped 
short when, to his embarrassment, he 
discovered that the job, programmed 
for two days, was completed 
Reaction from refinery co-workers 
has

amusement. 
One 
man 
approached 
Martha Buckingham on the job, looked 
her over and announced, “ Well, now 
I’ve seen everything!’’

Throughout 
industry 
men 
are 
reacting and trying to adjust to women 
in new roles. One field they’re begin­ 
ning to conquer is security: 
At 
General 
Motors’ 
Hydramatic 
Division plant in Michigan two women 
have been added to the security staff. 
Their duties involve checking passes, 
directing traffic, 
keeping 
track 
of 
trucks 
and other vehicles 
moving 
through the gates and patrolling the 
plant 
“ You have to be super-alert,’’ one of 
the new officers, Sandra Richards, 
observed 
“The plant is deserted at 
night. When you’re making rounds, you 
have to be ready to use common sense 
in a tight spot.” 
A national security services firm, 
Guardsmark, Inc., is also employing 
women. They guard high rise buildings, 
airports, hospitals, even banks. When

America's way of wedding changes 
little through years, author says

dream ed of for years, planned for 
m onths, re m e m b e red fo re v e r—and 
over in half an hour? 
A wedding. 


Eighty per cent of all first m arriages 
in this country are form al, says M arcia 
Seligson, who a tten d ed som e 200 
cerem onies, 
form al and 
otherwise, 
while gathering m aterial for “The 
Eternal Bliss M achine,” her new book 
on A m erica’s way of wedding. 


“The basic thing I learned in my 
travels is how little has changed,” she 
says. “Most kids want exactly what 
their parents had. It’s as though there 
were never such things as riots on 
cam pus, a sexual revolution, drugs. It’s 
really startling. 


“The kids getting m arried barefoot 
on the rocks are an infinitesim al 
n u m b e r,” 
she 
adds. 
“ G irls 
a re 
program m ed from the tim e they are 
infants to be traditional brides. It’s an 
ingrained part of our culture.” 


As a result, the bridal industry takes 
in $7 billion annually from over two 
million weddings, notes Miss Seligson, 
who got interested in the subject when 
she was a bridesm aid six tim es in one 
sum m er. 


“ I always knew there was som ething 
ridiculous about superweddings, but 
when I found out one of my friends was 
having h e r gown ‘e m b a lm e d ’ to 
preserve 
it, 
I 
knew 
there 
was 


something hilarious that was worth 
investigating,” recalls the vivacious 
young author. 


During two years of research she 
talked to such wedding-oriented en­ 
trepreneurs as 
banquet 
m anagers, 
catereres, florists, band leaders, cake 
m akers, store bridal consultants, ice 
sculptors, honeymoon resort people, 
wedding ring m anufacturers, apparel 
designers, people who rent tents and 
who plank over swimming pools, clergy 
men of all faiths and ladies who rent 
dovers. Sometimes she pretended to be 
a prospective bride and som etim es she 
adm itted to being a reporter. 
Among the weddings Miss Seligson 
attended was a Beverly Hills bash 
where the mashed potatoes and family 
poodle w ere dyed pink to m atch the 
bridesm aids’ dresses, a Texas affair 
where the parties went on for so many 
weeks that the ceremony was an an­ 
ticlim ax, and an underw ater wedding 
where the bride wore a white wet suit 
covered in soggy lace and the m inister 
had taken scuba diving lessons in order 
to tie the dan\D knot. 


“ I went to one wedding where the 
couple, all the wedding party, the 
m inister and 
guests were nude,” 
reports Miss Seligson, who joined them 
“ because I didn’t want to stick out like 
a sore thum b.” 


She says in today’s “new” weddings, 
usually held outdoors, 
th e re ’s a 
trem endous involvement in the vows, 
which the couple often write them ­ 
selves. 


“ In traditional weddings the guests 
are usually m ore interested in whether 
the chopped liver will be 
beef or 
chicken than in what the kids are 
saying to each other,” she declares. 
Some of the credit — or the blam e — 
for the all-out wedding goes to the in­ 
dustry that trum pets the m essage it’s a 
once-in-a-lifetime thing. 
“ T h at im plies fo re v e rn e ss. The 
bridal industry tries to tell you that a 
fo rm al w edding fo ste rs m a rria g e 
stability, 
but 
that’s 
absolute 
non­

panacea for all our fears, a status 
symbol that says we m ade it bi big and 
daddy can send his daughter off in 
m aterialistic style, A m erica’s term for 
success.” 


Despite such excesses as a huge ice 
sculpture of a dolphin with black caviar 
spewing out of its gullet, Miss Seligson 
thinks there is a basic need for “rites of 
passage” when moving from one state 
in life to another. 
“E very civilization in history has had 
some kind of m arriage cerem ony,” she 
points out. “ I think ritual is a crucial, 
fundam ental human need, but when 
hum anness gets lost then it becomes 
ridiculous.”

Congress unlikely to accept 
auto emission moratorium 


W ASHINGTON (A P ) — Congress is 
unlikely to accept President Ford’s 
proposal to place a moratorium on 
tougher antipollution standards for au­ 
tomobiles, congressional sources say. 
The legislative draft sent by Ford to 
Congress on Monday would repeal the 
emission standards now scheduled to 
go into effect through 1981, and instead 
would continue the present standards. 
“ I don’t think that’s feasibile or 
realistic — not if we’re going to try to 
bring about clean air in this nation,” 
said Paul G. Rogers, D-Fla., chairman 
of the House subcommittee on health 
and the environment. 
Rogers' subcommittee is now con­ 
sidering legislation that would lessen 
somewhat the standards for the next 
two years now set to go into effect 
under the Clean Air Act of 1970. But 
those less stringent standards would be 
tougher than the present ones, which 
Ford wants continued. 
In the Senate, the environmental 
pollution subcommittee is considering 
a bill to extend current standards 
through 1979 for half of an automaker’s 
production but to require the other half 
to conform to stricter standards. 
“ The subcommittee has considered a 
wide range of proposals, including 
some sim ilar to the one that the 
President has made, and they are not 
moving toward such a suspension,” 
said an aide to Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, 
D-Maine. 
Muskie, the subcommittee chairman, 
is the main author of the 1970 law. “ Sen. 
Muskie is not in favor of such a suspen­ 
sion,” the aide said. 
The White House issued a statement 
explaining Ford’s proposal, saying that 
pollution from automobiles already has 
been significantly reduced by federal 
standards applied over the past five 
years. 
The White House statement said

lim its through 1981 would “ permit a 
balance 
among the 
important ob­ 
jectives of improving air quality, pro­ 
tecting public health and safety, and 
avoiding 
unnecessary

decreases in gasoline mileage, and 
increases in the nation’s dependence on 
imported oil.” 
Spokesmen 
for 
the 
nation’s 
automakers 
supported 
Ford’s 
proposal, as they did earlier in the year 
when the President indicated he would 
recommend 
continuing 
present 
standards.

D ES M O IN ES, Iowa (AP) — F a r­ 
mers in Iowa need a good, soaking rain 
within a few days or they will risk 
losing up to 650 million bushels of corn, 
state Secretary of Agriculture Robert 
Lounsberry says. 
At current market prices averaging 
about about $2.85 a bushel for Iowa 
corn, the potential loss to farmers could 
be in excess of $1.8 billion. 
“ If it doesn’t come this week, we’ll be 
hurt more than we’d like to adm it,” 
Lounsberry 
said 
Monday 
“ The 
drought conditions might cut yield 30 to 
50 bushels per acre.” 
Iowa produces about 20 per cent of 
the nation’s corn crop and in a good 
year w ill harvest more than 1.2 billion 
bushels. The forecast for this year had 
been 109 bushels an acre. 
The 
National 
Corn 
Growers 
Association says it is surveying the 
crop nationwide and it will be next 
week before it knows the situation 
elsewhere. 
Lounsberry 
says 
the 
weather has been good in Indiana and 
Illinois, which follow Iowa in corn 
production. 
Until now, the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture has estimated that U.S. 
farm ers will produce a record wheat 
and corn crop this year that will meet 
domestic and export demands without 
seriously 
affecting 
American 
con­ 
sumer prices. 
The 
National 
Weather 
Service 
forecasts 
mostly 
sunny 
and 
hot 
weather for Iowa the next few days, 
with temperatures expected to top IOO 
degrees today. 
Iow a’s corn and soybeans crops are 
suffering from a combination of ex­ 
cessive heat and insufficient moisture, 
the Iowa Crop and Livestock Reporting 
Service said Monday. 
“ To recover, we would have to have a 
good inch of rain spread out over a 12 to 
24 hour period,” Lounsberry said. 
Up to an inch of rain fell in scattered 
Iowa locations last week, but the varied 
rainfall brought only temporary relief. 
Last year, a combination of early 
flooding followed by a severe drought 
and an early frost cut the average yield 
to 81 bushels an acre. 
Lounsberry said the corn crop is now 
in the critical pollination stage which, 
without rain soon, could result in the 
corn “ producing cobs with no corn on 
them.” 
Trouble for the Iowa corn crop came 
about a month after heavy rains dealt a 
serious blow crops in the fertile Red 
River Valley area of western Min­ 
nesota and eastern North Dakota. 
The Federal 
Disaster 
Assistance 
Administration 
has

prelim inary estimate 
that 
flooding 
brought crop damage of $1.5 billion in 


the two-state area, including carryover 
damage to 1976 production. 
The prim ary crops affected in the

body was naked from the waist down. 
Helms said the jailer, 62, had an ice 
pick in his right hand and his trousers 
in his left hand 
A second 
Washington policeman, 
Patrolman Johnny Rose, returns to the 
stand today as the state continues 
setting the stage for its contention that 
Miss Little killed Alligood during an 
escape. 
Helms and Rose differed on some of 
the details they recounted on the stand. 
Rose said he made a quick examination 
of Alligood’s body, including an at­ 
tempt to find a pulse, but did not recall 
seeing anything in his hand. 


Helms testified that he went to the 
jail about 4 a.m. last Aug. 27 at Rose’s 
request to assist in the booking of a 
female prisoner. When they arrived at 
the jail they found the door unlocked, 
he said.

NEW YORK (AP) - Snidely Foon, 
the noted TV critic, is at Camp Rerun 
this summer, taking a course on 
serious criticism of television. His 
editor has told him a simple “ this show 
stinks” no longer will do. 
While Snidely has been terribly busy 
with classes called “ How to Define the 
Dance” and “ Is Masterpiece Theater a 
Bore?,” he still finds time to write 
about life at Camp Rerun, located in 
upstate Manhattan. 
He says the camp, established in 1956 
with a grant from the Tommy Sands 
Foundation for the Performing Arts, 
recently opened a TV museum filled 
with artifacts of major moments in 
television. 
The museum is run by a group of 
chuckling retirees who used to tape ho- 
hos for the laugh machines of many 
wellknown situation comedies. 
“ Few make a living from laugh 
tracks now because their laughter is 
old,” Snidely writes. “ This is a shame, 
but that’s ‘show biz.’” 
He says a major draw at the recently- 
opened museum is a Nattering Nabob 
of Negativism, 
a lifelike machine 
donated by the three networks by a Mr. 
S T. Agnew of Maryland. 
“ For a quarter, the Nabob will natter 
for two minutes,” Snidely says. “ For 50 
cents, he won’t.” 
Other 
treasures 
from 
the 
TV 
museum include a blown fuse from The 
Electric Company, a pound of treacle 
from the Doris Day Show and a searing 
1969 political joke from the Smothers 
Brothers. 
Also on display are Gomer Pyle’ old 
liberty card, an ounce of guano from 
the Batcave, a portable riposte from 
Firing Line, and, from Route 66, a 
speeding ticket issued in Thunderbolt, 
Ga 
Snidely’s list of artifacts boggles the 
mind. It includes a used scowl from 
Ben Casey, five boogie lessons from 
American Bandstand and a clear-cut 
moral issue from Gunsmoke. 
From Mission Impossible, there’s a 
rare edition of the only three speaking 
lines ever assigned Peter Lupas For 
war buffs, a special treat: A destroyed 
Japanese battleship from Victory at 
Sea. 
“ The TV museum is a bargain for 
vacationeers,” Snidely said in closing. 
“ You get a three-hour guided tour, 
lunch and a free picture of Gale Storm. 
And it only costs $3 to get in. 
“ There is one drawback, though. 
“ It costs $4 to get out.”

Four gridders to be inducted Saturday 


CANTON, Ohio — Four new names 
will be added to the Hall of Immortals 
as the Pro Football Hall of Fame stages 
its 
13th 
annual 
enshrinement 
ceremonies on Saturday. 
The induction rites, set for 2 p.m. on 
the front steps of the pro grid shrine, 
highlight an event-filled “ Football’s 
Greatest Weekend” festival that for 
two days focuses the attention of the 
pro football world on this northeastern 
Ohio city, the birthplace in 1920 of the 
National Football League 
Sharing the billing with the induction 
rites is the annual AFC - NFC Hall of 
Fame game pitting the Washington 
Redskins 
against 
the 
Cincinnati 
Bengals. The game will mark the first 
appearance in Canton for the Bengals 
while the Redskins first played here in 
1965, defeating the Detroit Lions, 20-3. 
Game time is 4 p.m. ED T and the 
contest will be carried live on ABC- 
TV ’s coast-to-coast network as a part of 
the Wide World of Sports series. Taped 
highlights of the enshrinement will be 
shown at halftime on the ABC telecast. 
The 1975 class of enshrinees includes 
Roosevelt 
Brown, 
George 
Connor, 
Dante Lavelli and Lenny Moore and 
increases to 85 the number of pro grid 
greats who have been inducted since 
the Hall first opened in September, 
1963. 
Brown joined the 1953 Giants as 
obscure 27th-round draft choice from 
Morgan State, where he had been a 
two-time Black All-America choice. A 
6-3, 255-pounder with massive arms and 
a narrow waist, Brown held the star­ 
ting right offensive tackle job for 13 
years. Blessed with outstanding speed 
and unusual agility, Rosey became a 
specialist at keeping the ponderous 
defensive ends of the N FL away from 
the New York quarterbacks. 
During Brown’s career, the Giants 
won six divisional titles and the N FL 
crown in 1956. In that championship 
year, Rosey was named A P ’s Offensive 
Lineman of the Year in the N FL. He 
was an AIJ-NFL choice eight straight

years from 1956 through 1963 and he 
played in nine Pro Bowls during this 
period. 
Connor joined the Bears as a two-way 
tackle in 1948 but soon the Bears 
recognized his possibilities as a big, 
fast and agile linebacker. It is here that 
the 6-3, 240-pound Connor made his 
greatest mark in pro football. 
During his eight-year career, he won 
all N FL acclaim at three different 
positions — offensive tackle, defensive 
tackle and linebacker. In 1951 and 1952, 
he won all-loop honors on both the of­ 
fensive and defensive platoons. During 
this period, George played in the first 
four Pro Bowls. 
A product of De LaSalle high school 
in Chicago, Connor enjoyed an ex­ 
ceptional college career, winning all- 
American honors three times, once as a 
Holy Cross freshman in 1943 and then at 


Notre Dame in 1946 and 1947. The first 
round draft pick of the New York 
Giants in 
1946, George eventually 
signed as a rookie with the Bears two 
years later. 
Like his long-time teammate Lou 
Groza, who was inducted into the Pro 
Football Hall of Fame in 1974, Lavelli 
turned pro in 1946 after a brief three- 
game collegiate career at Ohio State 
under Paul Brown, the man who was 
organizing the new Cleveland team in 
the A AFC. 
The Hudson, Ohio, native not only 
beat 
out 
many more experienced 
candidates but he led the new league in 
pass receiving in his rookie season with 
40 catches for 643 yards. Dante won all- 
AAFC honors in both his first two 
seasons 
and later earned all-NFL 
accord in 1951 and 1953. He also played 
in three Pro Bowl games.

Charles F. Kurfess, R-83 Perrysburg, 
to delete language that seeks to nullify 
any action at an open meeting which 
had been discussed previously by 
members of the body taking the action.

Also on today’s witness list was 
Michael W. Delaney, a former guard 
public relations man.

Rhodes was expected to testify that

NEW YORK (AP) — An Ohio woman 
has sued officials of Exxon Corp., 
charging that over a decade they used 
$59 million of the giant oil firm ’s money 
to bribe Italian politicians. 
In her stockholder’s complaint, filed 
Monday in U.S. District Court in 
Manhattan, Joan Levine Gall of Cin­ 
cinnati named Exxon board chairman 
J.K. Jamieson and president CC. 
Garvin Jr. as defendants. 
She alleged that “the $59 million was 
used as bribes and waste of corporate 
assets to secure special political favors 
as well as other illegal commitments 
and was improperly contributed to 
Italian political parties and others from 
1963 to 1974. 
‘Dummy invoices and unsupported 
cash payment requests were amongst 
the methods used to conceal the con­ 
tributions.’' 
The plaintiff, executrix of the estate 
of her father, Nathan Levine, asked 
unspecified damages allegedly suf­ 
fered by Exxon, and reimbursement to 
the corporation from the directors. 
The company had no comment.

Bridge is much more a 
question of how many or how 
few mistakes you make rather 
than how frequently you make 
brilliant bids or plays. 
Oddly enough, the most 
common errors are due to the 
tendency of players to follow 
general rules blindly — instead 
of branching out on their own 
when the situation calls for it. 
Consider this deal where West 
was faced with the problem of 
what to lead after cashing the A- 
K-Q of clubs. Actually, he led a 


Bull’s-Eye 
spade, hoping to find his partner 
with the king, and declarer 
easily made the contract. 
But this was not a very good 
play for West to make. He 
should have realized that not 
only was South highly likely to 
have the king of spades for his 
opening bid, but that even if 
East had the king there was 
nothing to be gained by leading 
a spade at this point. 
Instead, West should have 
played the four of clubs at trick 
four! 
This would have cut 
declarer down to size after East 
ruffed with the ten and made 
West’s jack the setting trick. 
West should reason that not 
only is there a reasonable 
chance of finding partner with a 
high trump — in which case the 
fourth club lead will beat the 
contract — but that nothing will 
be lost if East does not have a 
high trump to ruff with. 
It must be granted that a 
defender seldom makes a play 
of the type recommended here 
— because most of us have been 
indoctrinated with the precept 
that you never give declarer a 
ruff and discard. 
However, this is not really a 
ruff-discard situation where 
declarer can gain a trick by the 
club lead, and it therefore 
behooves West to fire a club at 
declarer at trick four because it 
offers by far the best chance of 
stopping the contract.

FBI phone 
book deep, 
dark secret

WASHINGTON (AP) - One of the 
FBI’s best-kept secrets is its telephone 
directory. 
Hardly anyone outside the FBI has 
one and not even the attorney general 
has one, although his aides say he 
doesn’t really need it. 
Reporters and other private citizens 
cannot get one, not even by petitioning 
for it under the Freedom of Infor­ 
mation Act which is supposed to, and 
sometimes does, open all sorts of 
government files to public view. 
This reporter tried that route but only 
gained one page of the directory after 
Atty. Gen. Edward H. Levi overruled 
the FBI. That page lists the numbers 
for FBI Director Clarence M. Kelley’s 
office and for the offices of IO of the 13 
FBI divisions. The phone numbers for 
Kelley and all 13 divisions long have 
been listed in the Justice Department 
directory which is routinely provided to 
reporters. 
The page that Levi released also 
includes the numbers for the FBI 
gymnasium, the guard captain, and the 
cafeteria. A reporter might cover the 
FBI for 30 years and never need those 
numbers. 
Reporters who occasionally have 
glimpsed one of the secret directories 
believe it contains an alphabetical list 
of the thousands of headquarters 
employes, their division assignment, 
room numbers and telephone numbers. 
Levi and Kelley argued that a 
reporter doesn’t need a phone book 
because the main switchboard operator 
will put through calls to any FBI em­ 
ploye. That sometimes works and 
sometimes doesn’t. 
This exercise began last Feb. 21, in 
an effort to obtain a necessary tool of 
reporting. On March 14, Kelley denied 
the request, citing the sections of the 
FOI Act exempting certain internal 
records and personnel files from public 
disclosure. And he wrote in a letter: 
“ I am aware that the information you 
requested would be vital to certain 
foreign intelligence services intent 
upon disrupting or otherwise thwarting 
our activities. I am therefore con­ 
cerned that public disclosure of this 
information could impede our ability to 
carry out our investigative respon­ 
sibilities.” 
Besides, he said, reporters already 
have the names and telephone numbers 
for the agents designated to respond to 
press inquiries. The spokesman deliver 
only the agency’s official response and 
they often don’t have the requested 
data or take hours or days to provide it. 
Kelley’s decision was appealed to 
Levi who replied on July 17, “I have 
decided to affirm the action of Director 
Kelley in this case with a single 
modification” — the page he ordered 
released. 
“Failure to have access to this 
directory affects the public not at all,” 
Levi wrote. He said the FBI swit­ 
chboard will connect any caller with 
the individual he requests or with “the 
appropriate office to deal with the 
caller’s problem.” 
The attorney general said he was 
acting to protect the privacy of FBI 
employes.

something about slide spotting but we 
still haven’t gotten through to some 
people. You see, when those slides 
come back from the processing lab 
they’re not ready to project yet — not 
til they’re spotted. Now if you are the 
only person that will ever handle that 
slide the spotting is not quite so im­ 
portant, however it is most helpful. But 
whenever someone else must project 
that slide it must, I mean 
must, be 
spotted. That’s the 
only way the 
projectionist knows how to orient the 
thing in the projector to make it come 
out right on the screen. The spot should 
be placed in the lower left corner of the 
slide as you look at it the way the scene 
looked when you shot it. Then, you see, 
if you place your thumb over the spot 
and place it in the projector (assuming 
you’re right-handed) the slide will be 
up side down and the projected image 
will be right-side-up on the screen. 
Follow all that? 
Speaking of slide orientation, you 
wouldn’t believe how many people with 
a 35 mm camera always take pictures 
with the camera held horizontally the 
way it was on the shelf in the camera 
shop. It hasn’t sunk in that that camera 
can be turned to shoot a vertical. You 
wouldn’t believe how many people 
photograph a person standing with a 
horizontal format. Why? It don’t make 
sense to me. The pros shoot mostly
